CHAPTER 119. 

[Published March 26, 1862.] 

AN ACT to repeal chapter 333 of the private and local laws of 1854, 
entitled "an act to vacate an alley in the village of Jefferson." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Chapter 333 of the private and local 
laws of 1854, entitled "an act to vacate an alley in the 
village of Jefferson," is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

AN ACT in relation to county surveyors. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

shall furnish to any person requesting the same. The 
records of all surveys hereafter recorded, shall be so 
made and arranged as to be easy of reference. The 
said surveyor shall also preserve the original field notes 
and calculations of each survey made by him or his de-
puties, and shall deliver them, together with the records 
of his office, to his successor. 

reel of survey- SECTION 2. The said surveyor and his deputies may on. demand and receive for their services the following fees, 
to wit: For each day's service, three dollars ; for each 
mile traveled in going from his office to the place of 
rendering such service and in returning, ten cents ; for 
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sal.
